lation there. If the conductor is ordered to 


relieve the passengers of a duty somewhat 


unpieasant, especially in cold weather, w 
not accommodate him? There is no eo 
reason why he shouldn’t do it, and if the 
statements of the South Side cable com- 
pany’s officials are to be relied on there are 
very good reasons why he should. 
ere is €vidently a widespread msunder- 
standing of the cable company’s obligations 
in connection with the recent annexation of 
Hyde Park. Because the city ordinance re- 
quires the company to charge but five cents 
within the city limits it is heid by many that, 
the city limits having been extend the 
one-fare section covers the annexed terri- 
tory. This is nottrue. The company runs 
ité cars to Thirty-ninth street under our char- 
ter and south of that street under one 
entirely different and distinct from it. A 
ear or two ago, when cars were running a 
ew blocks south of Thirty-ninth street, it 
had a perfect right to charge an extra fare 
for the extra blocks, and it waived none of 
its rights by not doing so. Now that its lines 
are extended miles to. the southward it 
charges an extra fare, provided the passen- 
ger is not the possessor of a book of coupon 
tickets. If he has such a book, and hands it 
to the conductor, a single coupon, for which 


‘he has paid but five cents, will carry him.

The brutal unconcern which the telephone 


is illustrated by the following extract from 


an interview with ita manager:

cent of the telephone subscribers are dissat- 
isfied with the service.

They fairly exhaust the 
dictionary in finding terms: to describe it, 
and then fall back on the big, big D. This 
refers only to the character of the service. 
But when they come to talk of the price it is 
even worse.

At 
least 70 per cent hold that it should not 
be over $50 to $60 per instrument per annum.

Norman Fay did a few davs ago—that these 
people growl about the price merely because 
they are the ones who pay the monéy, or that 
they would growl whatever the price might 
be. This time at least there is reason in 
their complaints.

may withhold the issuance of the patent in

tents is to be recordedin thé General Land- 
ffice and the Indian Bureau, and shall be then 
delivered to ana placed in charge of some person 
designated therefor on the reservation aktected 
thereby for the inspection and use at all times-of 
any one interested therein, 

The President is also required, whenever in his 
opinion any reservation of such Indians is ad- 
vantageous for agricultural or grazing purposes, 
to cause it to be surveyed or resurveyed, and to 
aliot the lands in said reservation in severalty to 
the Indians located thereon. 


The provisions for fully protecting the 
right and title of the Indians are very minute 
and specific, but, as they follow the Indian 
severaity law, they need not be repeated. A 
provision relating to settlement which inter- 
ests. the people of the Northwest is: 


That all lands adapted to agriculture, with or 
without irrigation, so sold or released to the 
United States by any Indian tribe shall be held 
by the United States for the sole purpose of se- 
curing homes to actual settlers, and shall be dis- 

sed of by the United States to actual and bona 

de settlers only in tracts not exceeding 160 
acres to any one verson, on such terms as Con- 

ss shall prescribe, subject to nts which 
ongress may make in aid of education ; provided 
that no patenty shall issue therefor except to the 
person 80 taking the same as and for a home- 
stead, or his heirs, and after the expiration of 
fiye years’ ocoupancy thereof on such home- 
stead; and any conveyance of these lands so 
taken as a homestead, or any contract touching 
the same or lien thereon, created prior to the 
date of such patent, shall be null and void. 

The sums agreed to be paid by the United 
States as purchase money for any portion of any 
stich reservation shali be held in the Treasury of 
the: United States for the sole use of the tribe or 
tribes of Indians to whom such reservation be- 
longed; and the same, with interest at 5 per- 
centum per annum, shall be af all times subject 
to yo riation by Congress for the education 
and civilization of such tribe or tribes of Indians 
or the members thereof, : 

The lands acquired by the act shall be disposed 
of by the United States to actual settlers only, 
under the provisions of the homestead and town 
site laws of. the United States.

Sr. Lours, Mo., Dec. 31.—The funeral of tae 
late Gov. John 8. Marmaduke took place at 
Jefferson City this afternoon. At 11 o'clock 
this morning the casket containing the re- 
mains was laid in state in the main hall of the

OPERAS AND CONCERTS. 


An Analysis of “The Begum "—The Apollo 
Club Concert—Notes. 
3_The McCaull company at the Chicago Op- 
era-House gave last. Monday evening the 
first performance ir this city of “The Be- 
gum,’’ a new comic opera by Messrs. Harry 
B. Smith and Reginald De Koven. Further 
hearings have only deepened the unpression 
made tne first night. The overture, like those 
belonging to the majority of comic operas, 
is made of material drawn from the body of 
the work, and ig fragmentary in treatment. 
The opening chorus of Nautch girls is bright 
and pleasing. Myhnt Jhuleep’s song, “ When 
Gazing in the Future with Capacity Clair- 
voyant,”’ possesses the Gilbertian = le, and 
the music, without being particu fy orig- 
inal, is well suited to the words. The chorus 
of officers, “‘ Comrades We,” has a broad and 
flowing melody, accompanied by ——o 
n e 
orchestra which add much to its impressive- 
ness. The number bas quite a swingin 
rhythm, ana, as the male voices are of 
power and quality, it proves effective. 
Howja Dhu upon his entrance has a song 


of Giibert’s style of writing. It is composed 
in a rollicking vein, and therefore pleases. 
The refrain reappears in the orchestra later 
in the scene. In the duet between Myhnt 
Jhuleep and Howja Dhu there is some clever 
orchestral scoring.

In the ballads the composer has done his 
best writing. modulations are un- 
ple, made to keys lying nearest 
princ one. There are no examples 
nt transitiong to distant keys 
which in the hands of a ul’ musician 
can be utilized for the pi étion of power- 
ful impressions. The absence of such modu- 
lations and the similarity of some of the 
numbers will account for a certain monotony 
inthe work. In matters pertaining to the 
construction of varied musical “ forms” and 
their combination into scenes the composer 
shows aJjack of technical knowledge. Very 
little attempt appears to have been made to 
carry out ideas or to secure consequent de- 
velopmentof a thought. But, for the degree 
of musical knowledge and within 
his limitations, he has done creditable 
work: The opera is, nevertheless, one 
for’ which it would not be safe 
to predict any extended 
life. A word should also be said concerning 
the interpolations in the last act. The bur- 
lesque on the scene from ‘“ Trovatore”’ is an 
abominable example of bad taste, and the 
acrobatic displays are almost ually so. 
There may no se‘ious objection to 
brightening up a comic opera libretto with an 
added ** point’’ here and there, if done in the 
revailing style of the work—though Mr. 
mith’s lhnes do not admit of much heip, the 
libretto on the whole being wretchedly poor 
—but the eo of such wholesale ex- 
travagance should be repressed. The blame, 
however, lies not with the actors, but with 
the public, which by ite attitude toward 
comic opera obliges. them to resort to this 
means in order to fill the house. 


Oratorios. 

The custom of performing “ The Messiah ” 
at Christmas time, originally derived from 
the English, has become quite general in this 
country, and the Apollo Club has sung it reg- 
ularly for a number of years past. Thursday 
evening the club gave its annual performance 
of the oratorio before a crowded house. The 
soloists were Mme. Giulia Valda, soprano; 
Miss Christine Nielson, contralto; Mr. Theo- 
dore J. Toedt, tenor; and Dr. Cari E. Martin, 
bass; with Mr. Clarence Eddy at the organ 
and Mr. W. L. Tomlins directing. The per- 
formance was one of the best the ‘club has 
given lately, and much of the impressiveness 
of the choruses was due to Mr. Eddy’s hand- 
ling of the organ im support of the voices. 
The performance has already been reviewed 
in detail 

There is no reason why the practice of 
singing * The Messiah” at Christmas should 
not become still more general and partake 
more of the nature of a religious festival. 

Last Sunday evening at Piymouth Church 
the most important solo selections from the 
oratorio were sung to — accompaniment 
by the Plymouth choir, Miss Ginevra John- 
ston, soprano; Mrs. Emma a alto; 
Messrs. C. A. Knorr, tenor: and A. D. Eddy, 
bass, with Mr. Baldwin at the organ. 
churches where there is a good chorus, choir, 
and a capable quartet it would not seem to 
be a difficult matter to strengthen the former 
temporarily, in order to give some at least 
of the choruses. or .three of the more 
massive ones, like the “Lift. Up Your 
Head”? and “Halielujah,” were not as 
imposing as they would “> been 
with -a great body of singers. oruses 
certainly would not prevent their being devo- 
tional. In Engiand it is becoming customary 
to perform various oratorios or sacred can- 
tatas in the cathedrals as religious services, 
and the movement is viewed with great 
favor both by the clergy and people. The 
Pfymouth choir appears to be the first in this 
city to undertake a regular series of similar 
services. The music for this evening is 
selected from Haydn’s “Creation,” that for 
next Sunday from Molique’s “ Abraham,” 
and for Jan. 15 Barnby’s “Rebekah” has 
been chosen.
